1 . The previous indication of allowable subject matter in original claim 12, which has now 
been rewritten as claim 36 is being hereby withdrawn. Rejections of claim 36 appear below. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claim 36 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Dunsmore (U.S. Pat. 
5,261,243). 

Dunsmore discloses a system comprising a valve (23,25) to receive a pressurized coolant 
at a first temperature and discharge a depressurized gaseous coolant at a second temperature 
(col. 3, lines 5-13), a plenum (13,15) to receive the depressurized gaseous coolant and to combine 
the depressurized gaseous coolant with air at a third temperature (col.3, lines 7-13) and a 
controller (27) to control the valve (col.3, lines 28-31) as a function of a signal from a 
temperature sensor disposed in the plenum (col.3, lines 31-35). 

4. Claim 36 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Thomas (U.S. Pat. 
6,389,828). 
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Referring mainly to Figure 11, Thomas discloses a valve (556) to receive a pressurized 
coolant at a first temperature and discharge a depressurized gaseous coolant at a second 
temperature, a plenum (503) to receive the depressurized gaseous coolant and to combine the 
depressurized gaseous coolant with air at a third temperature and a controller (553) to control the 
valve as a function of a signal from a temperature sensor disposed in the plenum (note col. 10, 
lines 20+ and particularly lines 49-55). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-6, 8-21, 23-25 and 31-35 allowed. 

6. Claims 37-39 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims.
